Notwithstanding anything contahiod in the TariS Act or in any other law for the 
time being in force, the Central Government may, by notification in the official 
Gas^ette, inciease to such extent as it thinks necessary the doty ot customs levi- 
able in respect of raw jute and jute manufactures specified in Items Nos 1 and 
2 of the Second Schedule to the Tariff Act, when exported from the Provinces 
of India,
